Member Sabree, duly supported by Member Garrett, moved to 
approve the minutes of September 13, 2017. The motion was 
adopted unanimously by a voice vote. 


Agenda item: Determination of Clarity - Susan Rowe, Mayor, City of Wayne 


Chair Burton asked Assistant Corporation Counsel Janet Anderson- 
Davis to remind the commission of its role in making a 
determination of clarity.

Member Sabree, duly supported by Member Garrett, moved to 
determine the language is sufficiently clear. 

Andrew Pauwels, attorney for Christopher Sanders, addressed the 
commission regarding the clarity of the language on the petition. 

Mr. Pauwels indicated that the action that was taken by Council 
was to alter the election cycles from odd year to even year to align 
and correct the election cycles and to save money for the election 
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department. He stated the petition lacks sufficient clarity. The 
motion was adopted unanimously by a voice vote.
